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1. The guard regiment is quartered in a "ARSA” (2 55/L 09) 
parracks which was built by the Russians prior to Vorld ‘ar TI. 
The barracks, covering an area 1,600 x 2,500 feet, is located 
on the eastern border of "Belvedere" (or "Lazienki ") Park, 
north of Ulier -dzorazych. 


2, The guard regiment SENT ERETCRENES IETS 25X1 
of four battalions of Tour companies each. @ trocps in the 


barracks number about 2,000, including about 150 officers. The 
guard regiment also includes a reeruit training center which 

4s located in a wood camp about 15 niles southeast. of WARSAW. 
About 1,000 recruits were inducted each year dur ing the months 
of April and Vay, were issued clothing in the mentioned barracks 
and thereupon transferred to the training center, a tent camp 
which was maintained only for the duration of the reeruit train- 
ine, The recruits, upon completion of their basic training in 
August or September, were assigned to the four battalions of 
the guard regiment, while about 1,000 troops, having completed 
their tvo-year service term, were discharged at the same time. 


%. A Soviet colonel has been CO of the regiment since &0 April 
1947. ‘he previous CO was alao a Goviet officer. Two of the 
bettalion commanders were Russigne, two Poles. All other 
officers of the regiment were Poles. The Soviet cfficers rore 
Polish uniforms when on duty. 


4, @ YThe mission of the guard regiment was to provide euard 
personnel for important government puildings in “AR SAM o Abouts 
four companies were on duty at all times.
